Debate Brews 


President Insists 
On Full Request 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s reported insist­ 
ence that Congress give him 
every dollar of the $3.5 billion 
he wants for the foreign-aid 
program is stirring up a hor­ 
net’s nest in the House Appro­ 
priations Committee. 
The present outlook is that the 
President will win, or come 
close to victory, when an 11- 
m em ber 
subcommittee 
sits 
down next week to make the 
initial money decisions. 
The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Otto E. Passman, D-La., 
has a history of cutting the aid 
program , 
Passm an 
claiming 
that during his nine years as 
chairm an the cuts have exceed- 
d $8 billion. The House usually 
•ustains Passm an’s recom men­ 
dations after they clear the 50- 
m em ber parent Appropriations 
Committee. 
While Passm an and his col­ 
leagues 
have refrained from 
publicly discussing the contro­ 
versy, 
Passm an 
reportedly 
wants a cut this year of at least 
$500 million, all of it in econom­ 
ic assistance funds. 
The subcommittee is sharply 
split over whether to uphold 
Passm an or the President. 
Passm an’s difficulty with the 
subcommittee this year stems 
in part from the recent death 
of Rep. Clarence Cannon, Mis­ 
souri Democrat who headed the 
full committee and usually sup­ 
ported Passman. Cannon was 
persuasive with other subcom­ 
m ittee members.

24 Uncommitted 
Delegates Sought 
By Coldwater Foe 


HARRISBURG,

Gov. William W. Scranton of

whirlwind tour of the Midwest, 
today heads for Kentucky in his 
campaign for the 
Republican 
presidential nomination. 
Scranton’s immediate object 
is to capture Kentucky’s 24 un­ 
committed delegate votes at the 
GOP National Convention. 
On the eve of his flying tr ip ! 
to Louisville, Scranton disclosed 
receipt of a letter of endorse­ 
ment from Dr. Milton S. Eisen­ 
hower, brother of former Presi­

Eisenhower. 
The form er president himself 
has rem ained neutral in the 
campaign. 
Scranton also told a news con­ 
ference 
Thursday 
night 
that 
Sen. B arry Coldwater of Ari­ 
zona, his front-running opponent 
for the nomination, 
would 
be 
defeated by President Johnson if 
he voted against the compro­ 
mise civil rights bill nearing a 
showdown in the Senate. 
Scranton’s rem ark came less 
than a half hour after Coldwa­ 
ter had said on the Senate floor 
that he planned to vote against 
the bill. The governor called on 
the senator to repudiate his 
stand. 
Scranton 
was 
asked if he 
thought, that as a m atter of 
practical 
politics, 
Goldwater 
could be elected president if he 
voted against civil rights. 
“No, I don’t,” Scranton re­ 
plied. “ I think it would be very 
difficult.” 
Scranton, who returned to the 
state 
capital 
early Thursday, 
ran into a civil rights problem 
of his own, when demonstrators 
picketed the Capitol and threat­ 
ened to picket every stop on his 
campaign tour unless he did 
something about alleged state 
police brutality in a raciad inci­ 
dent at Chester in April. 
Aides succeeded in delaying 
action by the demonstrators for 
a week. 
Scranton’s campaign staff has 
arranged an afternoon meeting 
today at Louisville with Ken­ 
tucky’s 24 uncommitted dele­ 
gates.

Coldwater, Scranton said he had 
been told by the state’s two Re­ 
publican senators, Thruston B.

Scranton on the second ballot at 
the convention. 
At the news conference Scran­ 
ton said he welcomed Dr. Ei­

“If elected, I will name him 
an advisor on foreign policy,” 
the governor added. 
Dr. Eisenhower, president of 
Johns Hopkins University, in a 
copy of a letter released to 
newsmen, said “ As an individu­ 
al I offer you my full support.” 
Scranton said his first week 
of campaigning has “ met with 
unusual success, even beyond 
what he imagined.” 
He said his assessment has 
been confirmed by Republican 
leaders, but he declined to name 
them. 
Scranton refused to assess his 
own delegate strength. The As­ 
sociated Press survey gives him 
130 to 677 for Goldwater. The 
num ber needed for nomination

Barry's Stand

CHRIST’S COMMAND TO EVANGELIZE THE WORLD 
AND HOW THE EARLY CHURCH OBEYED 


Scripture—Matthew 28:16-20; Acts 1:6-8, 8:26-29, 35-38; Romans 
1:8-16; 10:1-18. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
LET US begin today’s lesson 
with the final paragraph of the 
Gospel according to St. Mat­ 
thew containing our Lord’s 
staggering claim to omnipo­ 
tence, His command to evange­ 
lism and His covenant with the 
disciples. 
After the Crucifixion, the l l 
disciples went to the Galilean 
mountain where they had first 
been gathered together by Jesus 
(Mark 3:13-19, Luke 6:12-16). 
There Jesus met them and set 
forth His claim to omnipotence. 
In view of His Resurrection, 
His victory over sin, Satan, 
demons, disease and death, He 
had every right to make this 
statement. For God had given 
His risen Son a universal om­ 
nipotence so that no earthly 
power could thwart His pur­ 
poses and, ultimately, all ene­ 
mies would be subdued by Him. 
With this statement as a 
foundation, Jesus gives the com­ 
mand to evangelism. Note He 
does not tell them just to teach 
what He has taught. Rather He 
charges them to teach converts 
to observe—and 
ob© y—His 


In obedience to an angel’s 
command, Philip went into the 
Gaza Desert, where he met an 
Ethiopian eunuch who was re­ 
turning home after a visit to 
Jerusalem. Philip preached to 
him of Jesus and salvation. 
The Ethiopian accepted Christ 
as his Savior, asking to be bap­ 
tized. Philip did so, and the 
Ethiopian returned home a new­ 
born man. 
In Romans 1:8-16, Paul tells 
the Roman Christians of his 
longing to journey to Rome to 
see them. Unable to do so, he 
heartens them with his own 
deep conviction that, for all who 
believed, the Gospel was indeed 
the very power of God; a power 
which could save from sin. 
In the opening part of Ro­ 
mans, chapter IO, Paul reiter­ 
ates what he has already stated 
so vividly at the beginning1 of 
chapter 9: that th© greatest 
longing of his heart is that the 
Jews might be saved. More and 
more they were turning against 
Him, refusing to acknowledge 
His Messiahship, to gain salva­ 
tion through acceptance of Him, 
or to believe Him the Son of

Then Jesus promises to be al­ 
ways with His disciples, indi­ 
vidually and as a group, to the 
end of th© world. 
In Acts 1:6-8, we find the 
disciples assembled to hear 
Christ’s instructions regarding 
th© areas to be progressively 
evangelized. Strengthened by 
the spiritual power of Christ’s 
covenant with them, the disci­ 
ples did exactly as the Lord told 
them. 
Until the death of Stephen, 
they confined their ministry to 
Jerusalem and Judea. Gospel 
preaching began in Samaria 
with the ministry of Philip, fol­ 
lowed by that of Peter and 
John. And, with the preaching 
of Paul and Barnabas, Mark, 
Silas and Timothy, evangeliz­ 
ing the uttermost parts of the 
earth began. 
Philip’s first preaching min­ 
istry, as far as we know, was 
in Samaria, where his efforts 
brought about a wonderful re­ 
vival of faith. Then he turned 
from city-wide evangelism to 
individual work with one per­ 
son. 


God and Savior of the World, 
despite His Resurrection. 
Paul offers proof of the right­ 
eousness of Christian faith by 
quoting from the Jews* own re­ 
vered Book of Law (Deuterono­ 
my 30:12-14), and pointing out 
that the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ is the same 
God and Father of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob. 
Then Paul asks a series of 
penetrating questions: How can 
people call upon the Lord unless 
they believe in Him? How can 
they believe, if they have never 
heard of Him? How can they 
hear if no one preaches Christ 
to them? How can men preach 
Christ unless they are specifical­ 
ly sent? (Here he quotes the 
great passage of Isaiah 42:7). 
Then Paul gently chides the 
Jews for their non-acceptance- 
on the grounds that innumer­ 
able Gentiles had also rejected 
it—of His Gospel. Faith in the 
Messiah, Paul says, is for Gen­ 
tiles as well as Jews and, there­ 
fore, Gentiles as well as Jews 
must hear the evangelistic mes­ 
sage.

Research Finds Average Voter 
Rises Up in Time of Trouble

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP)— 
Sometime on Nov. 3, the Amer­ 
ican voter will step into a pri­ 
vate enclosure and cast his bal­ 
lot. 
His political reasoning — his 
expectations, 
his 
hates, 
his 
dreams and his frustration—is 
melted down into that one act. 
It has been called “a helluva 
way to run a country,” but it 
works. 
Looking 
at 
the 
American 
voter under a microscope, he 
becomes a boiling brew of fact, 
superstition, prejudgement and 
fantasy. But standing back and 
looking at the whole man, the 
total electorate, he becomes the 
marvel of the age. 
Analysts at the Survey Re­ 
search Center of the University 
of 
Michigan’s 
Institute 
for 
Social Research have been com­ 
piling their picture of why the 
American votes since 1948—with 
pre- and post - election inter­ 
views. They have also stood 
back to look at the whole man. 
Politics — essentially the run­ 
ning of the government — ap­ 
pears to be only on the edge of 
his 
consciousness, 
the 
outer 
limits of his world, a low mark 
on the priority list of personal 
affairs. 
Over half of the voters—the 
interviewers found — live their 
lives without becoming involved 
in party politics to any great 
extent. 
There are some who will de­ 
cry this—shame them for their 
ignorance and disinterest, said 
Prof. 
Angus 
Campbell, 
who 


heads the SRC. 
In a sense, these voters have 
abdicated their responsibility— 
but in another sense they have 
not. 
In an earlier, simpler day, 
everybody could be an expert in 
public affairs, Campbell said. 
But today politics has become 
complex and has more competi­ 
tion with other arenas of life. 
You can’t be informed about 
anything without cost. As pub­ 
lic affairs have become more 
complicated — probing space, 
nuclear energy, medicare—the 
cost goes up. 
Finally when so many things 
go on that the voter can’t un­ 
derstand, he is forced to dele­ 
gate responsibilities. 
And 
at times, it becomes 
quite difficult to see the voter’s 
mind. On Medicare, for ex­

For many voters the picture 
is the instinctive one. 
‘‘By and large, the thing that 
people do react to is some sense 
that tilings are not going well— 
that the economy is going badly, 
or that foreign events are going 
badly, or that there is corrup­ 
tion or dishonesty in govern­ 
ment,” Campbell said. 
In fact the voter seems to 
have a stockholder-management 
idea of the whole thing, lf the 
management seems to be doing 
its job honestly, if things are 
going well, the voter is ap­ 
parently satisfied and votes to 
keep the management in, or ab­ 
stains from voting. 
If things are going badly, he 
votes the old management out. 
The campaign often is pic­ 
tured as a sort of college de­ 
bate, in which two bright men 
trade arguments on the issues 
before an intelligent, informed 
audience. 
But the extensive interviews 
with the voters shows this is not 
the case. The debate may favor 
the image of one candidate over 
another, however. Many people 
cited the 1960 debates as im­ 
proving the Kennedy image, for 
instance. 
Whatever the issues were, the 
debates 
for 
most Americans 
seemed to be a clash of person­ 
alities. For some, they were 
even less than that. 
Said one strong Democrat for 
Kennedy: ‘‘I just watched them 
for a little while. I don’t even 
know what they were talking 
about. I really didn’t listen very 
much. I’m sorry. I suppose I 
should—but I just don’t.” 
And one man — embarrassed 
apparently after admitting to 
the interviewer how little he 
knew of the political picture- 
said, ‘‘If I had known you were 
coming, I’d have studied up.” 
And so it goes. From Wash­ 
ington, D.C., the politican sal­ 
lies forth to debate issues, to 
argue philosophies, to convince 
and explain. 
But to the American voter the 
deciding questions are his own 


political convictions or lack of 
convictions, his sense of the na­ 
tion’s course at the moment— 
and the personalities of the men 
on the ballot. 
In times of calm, the voter 
buoys up the ship of state on 
the placid sea of his own indif­ 
ference 
and 
apathy. 
But in 
times of trouble, the sea rises 
up—becomes a tide of indigna­ 
tion and frustration, and the 
politician learns who is master 
of the ship.

The Methodists, Presbyteri­ 
ans and Episcopalians and the 
rest have started consultations. 
Out of them may come some 
unities. 
“Hie United States, of course, 
is the toughest nut to crack 
ecumenically. We like our free 
market religion, a church for 
every price class. 
“But this fragmentation can­ 
not continue. The massive social 
problems, like the racial ques 
tion and the inner city dilemma, 
cannot be handled with a series 
of religious clubhouses. There 
has to be some common plan­ 
ning.” 
Bishop Bayne, a trim, bespec­ 
tacled 56, had his beginnings in 
New York—“I was brought up 
as a devout kid.” 
Educated 
at 
Amherst, 
he 
worked for a year on Wall 
Street before deciding to enter 
the seminary. “I was ordained 
in the time of the depression, 
he says. 
After a six-year stint in St. 
Louis, Mo., Bayne served as 
wartime chaplain at Columbia 
University. 
In 1947 he was catapulted, he 
says, to take over the Olympia 
diocese.
